Less than six hours after it had 
‘heard Governor-elect Richard B. Rus- 
sell, Jr., urge a more simplified gov- 
ernment in Georgia, the legislative re- 
organization commission Tuesday had 
yoied to strip the secretary of state 
of all but his limited constitutional 
powers and for the consolidation of 
all tax-collecting agencies of the state. 

Quick action of the committee with 
respect to the office of secretary of 
' state was attributed to a ringing 
speech made by the incumbent, George 
H. Carswell, in which he urged that 
the legislature confer on the governor- 
elect broader powers and in which, 
also, he pledged to his successful ri- 
val in the last eampaign his whole- 
hearted co-operation. 

If the legislature follows the first 
two recommendations on which the 
committee has reached an agreement, 


the duties of motor vehicle commis- 
sioner, corporation commissioner, su- 
perintendent of state printing and 
member of the board of tax appeals 
and securities commission will be 
transferred from the office of secre- 
tary of state. 


Motor Vehicle Work. 


That of motor vehicle commissioner. 
whose chief duties are the collection of 
approximately $5,000,000 annually in 
automobile license tags, will be con- 
solidated, under the second resolution 
approved, with the tax collecting du- 
ties of the tax commissioner, the 
revenue commissioner and the comp- 
troller general.

Habeas Corpus Writ 
Sought in City Court.

Ed O. Ellis, alleged former mem- 


ber of the Floyd Woodward bunco 
gang who is serving a year at River 
eamp following revocation of a sus- 
pended sentence, Tuesday began a 
fight for liberty with what is said 
to be the first habeas corpus peti- 
tion ever filed in the city court of 
Atlanta. 

Judge Hugh Dorsey, of the city 
court, signed a writ returnable at 9 
e’elock Friday morning. 

William G. McRae. attorney for 
Ellis, filed the petition, which is 
based on the charge that the order 
issued by Judge E. D. Thomas, of 
Fulton superior court, on April 8 to 
revoke Ellis’ suspended sentence was 
illegal and yoid in that sentence had 
never been > gan on Ellis as 
provided by law. 

Assistant District Attorney Hal 
Lindsay Tuesday afternoon said that 
should Ellis gain his liberty from the 
chain gang on the habeas corpus pe- 
tition, the federal government will 
welcome Ellis with open arms and 
will bold him for trial on mail fraud 
charges involving the alleged swin- 
dling of Roy Martin, of Columbus, in 
a fake race horse betting scheme.

BIG STEEL MERGER 


S BELIEVED NEAR 


Eaton Is Re-elected to 
Directorate of Youngs- 
town Company. 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, April 28.— 
(®)—Cyrus 8. Eaton and his associ- 
ates who opposed the billion-dollar 
Bethlehem Steel-Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube merger retained their posi- 
tions in the Sheet and Tube organiza- 
tion tonight, while reports of an early 
merger settlement were circulated. 

At a stockholders’ meeting that last- 
ed barely 20 minutes, Eaton and his 


associates, G, Ss enna. of Youngs- 
Towa. and Hugh B: Wick and 8. Liv- 
ingston Mather" ‘of Cleveland, were re- 
elected members of the Sheet ‘and Tube 
board. Fred Tod, of Youngstown, re- 
placed his brother John, who is in 
Europe. 

After a meeting of the directors, 
which lasted two and a half hours, 
it was announced that all officers were 
re-elected, including Eaton and Mather 
on the executive cofamittee. No com- 
ment was made on the reports of a 
merger settlement were made. 

Explanation for the length of the 
meeting was that the directors had 
not been in session for a long time, 
and that there was much business to 
be cleared away 

At the stockhaldert’ meeting 760,624 

“regular” shares of stock were pres- 
ent by proxy or in person, 505 
shares * ‘black stamped” and 3,453 “red 
stamped” dissenting stock. A year ago 
when Eaton was first elected, 917,- 
730 shares of the 1,200,000 outstand- 
ing common stock were represented. 

The re-election of Eaton and his 
associates was interpreted here as an 
indication of some form of a settle- 
ment of the merger battle. Dispatches 
from New York said it was stated in 
usually well-informed quarters in Wall 
Street that early settlement is ex- 
pected. 

It is pointed out here that if the 
present merger agreement should be 
adhered to, Bethlehem and Sheet and 
Tube would have to pay dissenting 
stockholders at. least $110 a share for 
their stock—the “fair cash value” 
fixed by Sheet and Tube directors a 
year ago. ‘The stockholders. who vot- 
ed for the merger, however, would get 
the equivalent of only $60. For this 
reason, it is assumed here that con- 
tinuance of the merger plans would be 
under a new agreement.

NEW YORK, April 28.—(»)— 
vernor Franklin D. Roosevelt to- 


dav dismissed the charges on which 


the city affairs committee asked him 
to oust Mayor James J. Walker from 
office. 

The governor declaval he did not 
find “sufficient justification” in the 
complaint for further action agai:st 
the mayor. 

He saia it was a fundamental prin- 
ciple of the state government that the 
people of the various communities 
elect their own officials. The greatest 
caution should be exercised, he de- 
clared, before the governor interfered 
“to annui the deliberate decision of 
the voters.” 

The mayor was accused of condon- 
ing incompetence and. of encouraging 
corruption. The formal charges were 
filed March 18 by the Rev. Dr. John 
Haynes Holmes and Rabbi Stephen 8. 
Wise, chairman and vice chairman of 
the city affairs committee. 


“Legally as well as morally,” he 
said, “the mayor is culpable for the 
corruption’ of his subordinates, the 


breakdown of his depa-:tments of gov- H 


ernment, the collapse of law and order 
and the prevalence of low standards of 
public life under his administration.” 

The governor held that when charges 
are based on the actions of subordi- 
ngtes: it must: “clearly appear” that 
the acts complained ‘of were 
to the mayor and that he Ta 
ot them.

earnings in nearly 10. years. 

Net earnings available for dividends 
for the quarter amounted to only 
$6,765,057, which left only $460,138 
after payment of the preferred divi- 
end to meet the reguiar dividend on 
8,699,073 shares of common stock, to- 
taling’ $15,223,378. The corporation, 
however, dipped into its large syrplus, 
piled up in prosperous years. to make 
uy the difference of $14,763,240. 

The $460.138 for the common shares 
was only slightly more than 5 cents 
a share. This was a disappointment 
to Wall Street, where advance esti- 
mates of the results of the quarter 
had indicated that 25 te 50 cents a 
share might be shown, This was sub- 
stantially worse than the last quar- 
ter of 1930, although it was hoped 
at that time the lowest point in earn- 
ing power had been reached. The 5 
cents a share compared with earnings 
from operations in the preeeding quar- 
ter of 27 cents a share, and non- 
operating income, reflecting a tax re- 
fund credit of 43 cents a share. No 
non-operating income was credited for 
the latest three-month period. 

Wall Street had expected the cor- 
poration to pay its regular dividend, 
however, since it had maintained pay- 
ments without diminution during the 
previous major depression 10 years 
ago. During 1929 and 1930 alone the 
cerporation earned $127,359,.440 more 
than was paid out to stockholders, so 
the corporate treasury is well able to 
tide the shareholders over a lean pe- 
riod.

‘There were simultaneous re- 
‘ports, however, from winter wheat 
states southwest noting unusually 
small stocks of wheat back on farms 
and in country mills. The inference 
was drawn by trade authorities that 
empty storage room on farms and in 
mills southwest more ample than for 
many years would make possible ex- 
tensive holding back of ‘new wheat. 

Wheat conditions were  repgrted 
auspicious over the corn belt, with 
seed beds in excellent shape, and 
planting expected to make rapid prog- 
ress. Oats fluctuated: chiefly with 
corn. 

Provisions reluctantly went lower 
with hog values.

Judge Wanamaker’s ruling, which 
was the first made on the syndicalism 
law, said “mere talk, in and of it- 
self alone, unattendant with evil con- 
sequences that might reasonably be 
expected to flow therefrom, cannot be 
made by Jaw a erime in Ohio.” 

The law attacked in the Kassay 
case is a survival of World War leg- 
islation, and was designed originally 
to give the state authority to prose- 
cute persons charged with utterances 
against the United States government. | 
In recent years it had been invoked | 
fer the prosecntion of communists. 

Five persons arrested in an alleged 
communist meeting at Martins Ferry, 
18 months ago, weré convicted and 
were given heavy prison sentences on 
charges of violating this law but they 
won new trials in the appellate court. 
The retrials were granted, however, 
for insufficiency of evidence without 
any decision at that time on the law's 
constitutionality. 

Judge Wanamaker is a World War 
veteran and was the first American 
aviator to be shot down behind the 
German lines. He has been an active | 
member -of the American Legion, 

The judge’s ruling said in part: 

“There is no question bui that the 
strte of Ohio has the constitutional 
right to prohibit advocacy of doc- 
trines for the purpose and with the 
intent of having those doctrines used, 
but it had not the right to prohibit 
the liberty of speech to the extent that 
docrines, as such, cannot he exchang- 
ed and used and considered in the 
exchange of ideas on the public forum. 

“Freedom of speech is an inherent 
right of. free people, not but what 
it may be abused, but abuse: itself 
must contemplate an evil to flow from 
it, and that its use as such was for 
the purpose of constituting evil.” 

Judge Wanamaker copied in his 
written ruling the federal and state 
constitutional ‘provisions. for free 
speech and commented that the com- 
parison of the two “must raise in the 
mind of any one, not influenced by 
bias, that the prohibition and guaran- 
tec of the Ohio constitution is even 
greater than that of the federal con- 
stitution.” 

Kassay was arrested Marcly 19 and 
held in custody unti! March 26 when 
$20 bond was supplied. 


After his arrest, the communist or- 
ganization in Cleveland came to his 
defense although they denied him as 
a member. Mrs. Yetta Land who has 
been prominent as an attorney in 
other attacks on the syndicalism law, 
represented Kassay in cour: and filed 
the demurrer which led to Judge 
Wanamaker’s decision.

New evolutionary principles have 
been revealed hy his study of the mas-' 
todon and its development through 
millions of years, Professor Osborn 
said. These, he believes, are con- 
trary to accepted genetic theories that 
new animal. types result from muta- 
tions, or sudden changes within the 
germ plasm, or that they arise from 
chemical or physical changes in genes, 
the microscopic factors that transmit 
characteristics from father to son. 

Experiments indicating that emo-

‘ger and fear reactions of a group of 
white people, noted differences in 
shapes of their heads and color’ of 
eyes and hair, which were taken to 
be signs of racial differences.
